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Very specific and meaningful terminology has been developed 
and codified over a great many years for naming the winning birds in 
most poultry shows. 

The best bird in each of the varieties of a breed is called 
"Best of Variety." BV is how most judges mark the coop tags. The bes 
bantam Black Cochin in a show, for example, r.Q.rdl-w of age and 
oender, is named "Best of Variety." The second best bantam Black 
Cochin is named "Reserve of Variety" or "RV." Technically speaking, 
the terms "Champion" and "Reserve Champion" should not be used to 
refer to the best and second best birds, respectively, in a var J e *y’ 
unless, of course, those winners are to be honored in some special way 
by a particular club or by the show itself- 

Moving up the awards' ladder, the best bantam Cochin, for 
example in a show, all varieties of bantam Cochins competing, is 
named the "Best of Breed." BB is how most judges mark the coop tags. 
The second best bantam Cochin in a show is named the "Reserve of 
Breed" or "RB." Technically speaking, the terms "Champion" and 
"Reserve Champion" should not be used to refer to the best and second 
best b!rds, respectively, in a breed, unless, of course, those winners 
are to be honored in some special way by a particular club or y 
show itself. 

In most APA/ABA-sanctioned poultry shows, one can expect 
classes for all varieties and breeds of standard chickens (APA 
American Asiatic, English, Mediterranean, Continental, All Other 
Standard Breeds), bantams (ABA: Modern Games, Old English and American 
Games? Single cU, Clean-Legged, Rose Comb C1 «~":^ 9 ed Feather- 
Legged, All Other Combs Clean-Legged, Bantam Ducks), du . 

Heavy, Medium, Light, Bantam), geese (APA: Heavy, ^ " J 

turkeys (APA: all classed together). The champion or best bird in each 
of those classes (Rose Comb Clean-Legged, for example) is correctly 
referred to as the class champion (Champion Rose Comb Clean Legg , 
Champion Asiatic, Champion Heavy Duck, Champion Light Goose, and so 
on). 

The second hest bird in each of those classes is correctly 
referred to as the reserve champion (Reserve Champion English, Reserve 
Champion Old English and American Game, Reserve Champion Light Duck, 
and so on). Please note that it is "Reserve Champion and not 
"Reserved Champion." "Reserved" means "restrained in words and/or 


arHnns." In DOUltrV tirLits cniu = , ----- 

means "second place." True, "reserve champions" do usually conduct 
themselves in a "reserved" manner but, for all that, they 
be called "reserved champions" unless, of course, one is contrasting 
them to "un—reserved" (out of control) champions. 

There are five primary groupings or divisions of poultry at 
most poultry shows: standard chickens, bantam chickens, ducks, geese, 
turkeys. The best standard chicken in a show is the Champion

means "second place."

Standard," the best goose in a show is the "Champion Goose," and so 
on, for each of the five primary poultry groupings. The second best 
bird in each of file five primary poultry groupings listed above is 
properly refered to as, for example, the "Reserve Champion Standard." 

In most poultry shows, there is one champion for each of the 
five primary poultry groupings or divisions: Champion Standard, 
Champion Bantam, Champion Duck, Champion Goose, Champion Turkey. A 
"Champion Waterfowl" is sometimes selected. The overall or first 
champion, chosen from among all the champions for the five primary 
groupings, is the "Grand Champion of the Show." If the second best 
bird in the show were to be selected, it would be called the "Reserve 
Champion of the Show." It is important to understand that the 
adjectives "grand" (meaning "first") and "reserve" (meaning "second") 
should not be used to modify the same noun. To say, "Reserve Grand 
Champion Bantam," for example, is incorrect. The corect term to 
describe that bird would be "Reserve Champion Bantam." 

At the larger poultry shows, where bantam and standard trios 
are shown, a special award might be given to the best young and old 
trios in a variety, breed or class: Champion Old Standard Partridge 
Plymouth Rock Trio, Champion Young Sebright Trio, Champion Did Asiatic 
Trio, for example. At such shows, one might also expect to see an 
award presented to the Champion Bantam Trio, the Reserve Champion 
Bantam Trio, the Champion Standard Trio, and the Reserve Champion 
Standard Trio. Similarly, one might expect to see an award presented 
to the Champion Trio of the Show and to the Reserve Champion Trio of 
the Show. 

The same is true for display awards at the larger APA- 
sanctioned shows. A display consists of a cock, hen, cockerel, pullet 
and three other birds all of the same variety. (The ABA has no 
awards for displays.) 

One might see an award presented to the Champion Display and 
Reserve Champion Display in many varieties and breeds in all of the 
five primary poultry groupings (standard chickens, bantam chickens, 
ducks, geese, turkeys). In addition, a Champion Display and Reserve 
Champion Display might also be awarded for each of those five primary 
poultry groupings as a whole. A Champion Waterfowl Display and Reserve 
Champion Waterfowl Display might also be selected, as well as a 
Champion Display of the Show and Reserve Champion Display of the Show. 

Those are the basic designations that are needed to describe 
the winning birds in most poultry shows. Specific additional award 
designations to accomodate the requirements of a poultry club or 
organization are entirely possible, as we have pointed out above. In 
those instances virtually any award title or name that is deemed 
appropriate by the club or organization in question is a possibility. 

The central point of this article is this: very specific and 
meaningful terminology has been developed and codified over the course 
of a great many years for naming the winning birds in most poultry 
shows. Let's all do our best to use that terminology and to speak, as 
it were, the same language.

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Very specific and meaningful 
terminology has been developed 
and codified over a great many 
years for naming the winning 
birds in most poultry shows. 

The best bird in each of the 
varieties of a breed is called 
‘‘Best of Variety”. BV is how 
most judges mark the coop tags. 
The best batnam Black Cochin in 
a show, for example, regardless 
of age and gender, is named 
‘‘Best of Variety”. The second 
best bantam Black Cochin is 
named ‘‘Reserve of Variety” or 
“RV”. Technically speaking, the 
terms "Champion” and 
‘‘Reserve Champion” shou'd not 
be used to refer to the best md se¬ 
cond best birds, respectively, in a 
variety, unless, of course, those 
winners are to be honored in 
some special way by a j articular 
club or by the show itself. 

Moving up the awards’ ladder, 
the bsst bantam Cochin, for ex¬ 
ample, in a show, all varieties of 
bantam Cochins competing, is 
named the‘‘Best of Breed”. BB is 
how most judges mark the coop 
tags. The second best bantam 
Cochin in a show is named the 
‘‘Reserve of Breed” or ‘‘RB”. 
Technically speaking, the terms 


"Champion” and ‘‘Reserve 
Champion" should not be used to 
refer to the best and second best 
birds, respectively, in a breed, 
unless, of course, those winners 
are to be honored in some special 
way by a particular club or by the 
show itself. 

In most APA/ABA-sanctioned 
poultry shows, one can expect 
classes for all varieties and 
breeds of standard chickens 
(APA: American, Asiatic, 
English, Mediterranean, Con¬ 
tinental, All Other Standard 
Breeds), bantams (ABA: Modern 
Games, Old English and 
American Games, Single Comb 
Clean-Legged, Rose Comb Clean- 
Legged, Feather-Legged, All 
Other Combs Clean-Legged, Ban¬ 
tam Ducks), ducks (APA: 
Heavy, Medium, Light, Bantam), 
geese (APA: Heavy, Medium, 
Light), and turkeys (APA: all 
classed together). The champion 
or best bird in each of those 
classes (Rose Comb Clean- 
Legged, for example) is correctly 
referred to as the class champion 
(Champion Rose Comb Clean- 
Legged, Champion Asiatic, 
Champion Heavy Duck, Cham¬ 
pion Light Goose, and so on). 

The second best bird in each of 
those classes is correctly refer¬ 
red to as the reserve champion 
(Reserve Champion English, 
Reserve Champion Old English 
and American Game, Reserve 
Champion Light Duck, and so 
on). Please note that it is 
“Reserve Champion” and not 
“Reserved Champion”. “Reserv¬ 
ed” means “restrained in words 
and/or actions.” In poultry 
circles and elsew here, the adjec¬ 
tive “reserve” means "second 
place." True, “reserve cham¬ 
pions” do usually conduc* 
themselves in a “reserved” man¬ 
ner but, for all that, they should 
not be called "reserved cham¬ 


pions” unless, of course, one is 
contrasting them to “un¬ 
reserved” (out of control) cham¬ 
pions. 

There are five primary group¬ 
ings or divisions of poultry at 
most poultry shows: standard 
chickens, bantam chickens, 
ducks, geese, turkeys. The best 
standard chicken in a show is the 
“Champion Standard,” the best 
goose in a show is the “Champion 
Goose,” and so on, for each of the 
five primary poultry groupings. 
The second best bird in each of 
the five primary poultry Roup¬ 
ings listed above is properly 
refered to as, for example, the 
"Reserve Champion Standard". 

In most poultry shows, there Is 
one champion for each of the five 
primary poultry groupings or 
divisions: Champion Standard, 
Champion Bantam, Champion 
Duck, Champion Goose, Cham¬ 
pion Turkey. A “Champion 
Waterfowl” is sometimes 
selected. The overall or first 
champion, chosen from among 
all the champions for the five 
primary groupings, is the 
“Grand Champion of the Show”. 
If the second best bird in the show 
were to be selected, it would be 
called the "Reserve Champion of 
the Show”. It is important to 
understand that the adjectives 
“grand” (meaning “first”) and 
"reserve” (meaning “second”) 
should not be used to modify the 
same houn. To say, “Reserve 
Grand Champion Bantam,” for 
example, is incorrect. The cor¬ 
rect term to describe that bird 
would be “Reserve Champion 
Bantam”. 

At the larger poultry shows, 
where bantam and standard trios 
are shown, a special award might 
be given to the best young and old 
trios in a variety, breed or class: 
Champion Old Standard Par¬ 
tridge Plymouth Rock Trio, 
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Champion Young Sebright Trio. 
Champion Old Asiatic Trio, for 
example. At such shows, one 
might also expect to see an award 
presented to the Champion Ban¬ 
tam Trio, the Reserve Champion 
Bantam Trio, the Champion Stan¬ 
dard Trio, and the Reserve 
Champion Standard Trio. 
Similarly, one might expect to 
see an award presented to the 
Champion Trio of the Show and to 
the Reserve Champion Trio of the 
Show. 

The same is true for display 
awards at the larger APA- 
sanctioned shows. A display con¬ 
sists of a cock, hen, cockerel, 
pullet and three other birds all of 
the same variety. (The ABA has 
no awards for displays.) 

One might see an award 
presented to the Champion 
Display and Reserve Champion 
Display in many varieties and 
breeds in all of the five primary 
poultry groupings (standard 
chickens, bantam chickens, 
ducks, geese, turkeys). In addi¬ 
tion, a Champion Display and 
Reserve Champion Display 
might also be awarded for each of 
tnose five primary poultry group¬ 
ings as a whole. A Champion 
Waterfowl Display and Reserve 
Champion Waterfowl Display 
might also be selected, as well as 
a Champion pisplay of the Sbpw 
and Reserve Champion Display 
of the Show. 

Those are the basic designa¬ 
tions that are needed to describe 
the winning birds in most poultry 
shows. Specific additional award 
designations to accomodate the 
requirements of a poultry club or 
organization are entirely possi¬ 
ble, as we have pointed out 
above. In those instances virtual¬ 
ly any award title or name that is 
deemed appropriate by the club 
or organization in question is a 
possibility. 


The central point of this article 
is this: very specific and mean¬ 
ingful terminology has been 
developed and codified over the 
course of a great many years for 
naming the winning birds in most 
poultry shows. Let’s all db our 
best to use that terminology and 
to speak, as it were, the same 
language.

The bottom of 
the report indicates the results of the evaluation. The first line (your average) is the 
average score which you received for each question. 

Line two is the total population average for each question. 

Line three indicates ihe population standard deviation for each question. 

Since the analysis uses the 5% confidence level, any score which is 156% 
standard deviation from the norm is considered to be statistically significant. This is 
indicated on the last line with a double asterisk. 

It is suggested that each instructor compare his scores to the appropriate 
questions in the survey and attempt to make modifications which, in the future, will result 
in a more acceptable evaluation. 

In some instances, your department chairperson will be contacting you to discuss 
these evaluations.

“I wanted 
to make a piece that commented on 
this entire concept we have of evolu¬ 
tion,” said Andrea Zittel, the artist re¬ 
sponsible for the strange display. It’s a 
coop consisting of four wooden com¬ 
partments, cobbled together side by 
side. Each contains three vertically 
stacked nests, mounted at different 
heights. The first compartment holds 
live chickens (two bantam hens, one 
bantam cock), the others will remain 
birdless until a new generation moves 
in. The top-level nests have plastic 
tubes, which will lead eggs laid in those 
nests into the neighboring compart¬ 
ment, where they will be incubated. 
Since only the eggs in the highest nests 
reach the incubators in the next com¬ 


partment, only the offspring of the 
strongest-winged hens survive. Each 
compartment represents the develop¬ 
ment of a new generation, and in each 
compartment the nests become higher. 
Ms. Zittel hopes that by compartment 
No. 4 she’ll have a new strain of flying 
chickens. 

The piece is called “Breeding Unit 
for Reassigning Flight,” and it’s part of 
a show called “The Final Frontier,” in 
the museum’s main gallery. Ms. Zittel, 
who is from a small town in Southern 
California called Escondido, said, “It’s 
not about the birds, it’s about struc¬ 
ture.” Her breeding contraption could 
produce flying chickens, but she thinks 
that, realistically, it would take at least 
two years of breeding for that to hap¬ 
pen. Ms. Zittel reads books on pouhry 
raising (“Quail Manual: Dedicated to 
the Successful Propagation of Coturnix 
Laying Quails") and industry maga¬ 
zines (Poultry Digest , Egg Industry), so 
she knows her way around the bird¬ 
breeding world. “It’s this whole idea of 
purity and hygiene,” she said. “They 
make models of birds like models of 
cars.” 

Ms. Zittel has been in the news be¬ 
fore. We found a picture of her in one of 
the city’s trendier magazines, looking al¬ 
most winsome with a chicken on her 
head She’s a tall woman, with a broad, 


pleasant face, and a fresh, al¬ 
pine complexion. She said 
she’s been breeding chickens 
with real purpose for a while 
now, and that she also em¬ 
phasizes woodwork and do til¬ 
ing in her art. Her bantam 
show birds—she has twelve at 
the moment—are an elegant 
bunch, with elaborate names 
like Silver Sea Bright and 
Black Silkie. “Within five 
years, I’m hoping to create a 
new breed," Ms. Zittel said. “I 
A think my bantam chickens 

could be the luxury pet of the 
nineteen-nineties—the way 
miniature horses were in the 
nineteen-seventies.” 

■On being asked about the 
WurL artistic aspects of her work 
with chickens, she looked 
pensive, and said, T first had 
the idea of raising a chicken 
from the egg and then killing 
it and having it stuffed. I 
wanted to explore the issues of posses¬ 
sion and ownership—of whether giving 
a bsing life gives you the right to end 
that life. But when the time came 1 
couldn’t bring myself to do it. I had all 
those birds running around my studio, 
and I agonized for months about how to 
kill one of them—what method to use. I 
even chose the one I would kill—the 
meanest one of the bunch—but I just 
couldn’t do it. Instead, I felt this desire 
to find a way to organize and control 
them, so I began to study books about 
breeding and bird management.” 

Like many artists, Ms. Zittel has 
had her struggles. She’s twenty-seven 
years old, and for a long while she 
worked for low wages as an assistant 
in a downtown gallery. She lived in a 
dingy two-hundred-square-foot Brooklyn 
storefront, and for a year she didn’t have 
a telephone. From these pinched cir¬ 
cumstances she has cultivated what she 
calls “a luxury of minimalization.” She 
wall wear the same outfit (a black faille 
skirt, usually, and a crisp white shirt) 
six months straight (she has different 
pairs), and then replace it. “By always 
wearing the same thing, you liberate a 
lot of time,” she said.

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ideas have enormous influence on the deci¬ 
sions we make as individuals and as a socie¬ 
ty - particularly those ideas that we accept 
as describing ' how the world v/orks 
Once such an idea is broadly accepted, the 
collective mindset becomes very difficult 
to change Even intellectually compelling 
evidence that the idea, if ever accurate, is 
accurate no longer, may have little im 
mediate impact. New metaphors in the 
form of mathematical demonstrations are 
certainly not powerful enough to help 
break through the resistance to change, 
particularly if the old idea appeals to our 
egos and is important to religious or quasi 
religious convictions. 

An often used illustration of both the im¬ 
portance of ,deas and how difficult they 
are to change is the history of the 
Ptolemaic theory. Belief that the earth was 
the center of the universe was very grati¬ 
fying. It reinforced religious beliefs about 
the importance of man and his relation to 
God and consequently the importance of 
the priests who served as the link in this 
relationship. The day to day life of most 
people in Western Civilization was pro¬ 
foundly influenced by the idea and its con¬ 
sequences. However, while the theory 
seemed to work in most practical situa¬ 
tions. with the passage of time and closer 
scrutiny, it became clear to some that the 
theory no longer explained the observable 
facts. Neveriheless. Copernicus was careful 
not to publish his great work explaining 
a new theory ".r.ui shortly before his death 
in 154V Galileo, less cautious (or more 
naive), was punished and made to public¬ 
ly recant his heresy of supporting the 
Copernican theory. Yet. eventually the 
Copemican view triumphed, because once 
people knew vhat to look for. the evi¬ 
dence was in the skies. Interestingly. 
Copernicus' treatise was not removed from 
the church's index of forbidden books un¬ 
til 1757. well after Newton had revolu¬ 
tionized the way people thought about the 
way things work. 

There may be an analogous situation today 
involving an idea that, for a long time by 
current standards, has profoundly influenced 
the way we imagine an economy works. 
The idea is the equilibrium principal, the 
concept that most economic activity can 
be thought of as tending to converge to a 
single point (or If ) where activities are 
in balance; ie. at the equilibrium price, 
buyers approximately equal sellers and the 
market, in economic parlance "clears . 
While outside events may change the price

at which clearing occurs, the main idea is 
that for any given set of conditions, there 
is a single equilibrium toward which 
economic activity tends. Unlike the 
Ptolemaic theory, economists recognize 
equilibrium theory as a simplifying assump¬ 
tion for ti e purpose of analysis. Never¬ 
theless. the concept has a penetrating ef¬ 
fect on the way one imagines the 
economic world will work if we leave it 
alone . and the distinction between a 
simplifying assumption anu the divine 
order of things often tends to blur with 
time. 

But over the past few years, mathemati¬ 
cians and other scientists, with the help of 
technology in the form of cheap com¬ 
puting power, have begun to question the 
single equilibrium hypothesis. One reason 
for this questioning is the discovery that 
the very types of equations used in 
equilibrium analysis can also produce 
multiple rather than single equilibriums. In 
other words, rather than a single "answer". 
there may be 4 or 8 or 16. all of them 
"right". As these new mathematical 
metaphors call the equilibrium hypothesis 
into question, other scientists (including 
some economists) have begun to look at 
real world evidence in a different light. 

While the equilibrium hypothesis has 
many applications, one serves tc illustrate 
the importance of an idea. Traditional 
equilibrium theory tends to imply that as 
technology spreads througnout the world, 
per capita national incomes will tend to 
converge. Similarly, the theory also implies 
that within countries the incomes of dif¬ 
ferent ethnic or class groups or regions will 
also converge. This idea has provided sup¬ 
port for a hands off "don't worry, be hap¬ 
py. everything will work out in the end" 
approacn to public policy. Like the 
Ptolemaic theory, the idea is both inherent¬ 
ly satisfying to almost everyone and fierce¬ 
ly protected by the high priests of certain 
economic schools of thought. Regardless of 
the accuracy of the idea as a simplified 
description of the way the vorld works, un¬ 
til recently it has had little competition. 
Now the very concept that multiple 
equilibriums can exist may change tnis 
dominance. )ust as people in Galileo's time 
began to look at the skies a different way. 
we may look at the evidence of the world 
arouna us differently. 

To understand how we might look at 
things differently, it is helpful to examine 
some very mundane concepts and see how 


they might translate to support a multi 
equilibrium hypothesis as a tetter ex¬ 
plainer of how things work than one that 
calls for a single equilibrium. 

Positive feedback is not exactly a new idea. 
Consciously or otherwise, many of us use 
positive feedback every day in our rela¬ 
tions with our children, spouses, employ¬ 
ees. bosses and co-workers. In addition to 
being more pleasant than continually ac¬ 
ting the nag. positive feedback that focuses 
on reinforcing behavior patterns that we 
like or believe to be valuable, works. 

The idea that luck or chance plays an im¬ 
portant part in our day to day life is not 
new either. Often, very minor events ear¬ 
ly in our lives have very dramatic later con¬ 
sequences. for good or ill. I met my wife 
of 35 + years because my surname began 
with a "T" and a neighbor and friend of 
my then wife to be. had a surname begin¬ 
ning with a "V". placing us in the same 
homeroom. Do you know anyone, no mat¬ 
ter how self reliant, who does not 
recognize that luck or blind chance played 
a large part in shaping his or her life? 

All of us also know about becoming locked 
into grooves or ruts. They are the flip side 
of the same coin. We want to groove our 
golf swing and get out of the rut of watch¬ 
ing TV when we think we should be tak¬ 
ing a walk or reading a good book. We 
know that habits, once locked in. are dif¬ 
ficult to change. To change takes a great 
deal of conscious effort, often over a long 
period of time. Frequently change occurs 
only with the help of some outside agent 
or event, as when my young son asked me 
25 years ago why I smoked cigarettes if 
they caused cancer. 

It also comes as no great shock to most 
people that the factors that create many 
personal grooves and ruts in this world 
tend to reinforce themselves and deepen 
the trench. Does anyone doubt that 
depression feeds on itself or that con¬ 
fidence is self reinforcing? 

We also know that feedback, luck, 
grooves, ruts and self reinforcement are 
related and interact with each other to pro¬ 
duce the people we have turned out to be. 
To those who point out that genes have 
a great deal to do with who we are. I will 
point out that no one I know chose his or 
her parents. Further, as a parent. I do not 
recall any conscious control over which 
genes 1 was transmitting to my children at 
the time they were conceived. Upon 





checking with my wife, she doesn't either. 
While there may he some f'rwinian forces 
at work in mate selection, from the per¬ 
spective of any individual person, it helps 
to be lucky when the genes are passed out. 

These personal observations of life, that 
are far from new. seem equally applicable 
to the way things work in the less personal 
world we observe every day. Why does a 
Silicon Valley become a magnet for high 
tech business? Why does a neighborhood 
or»' town become one that attracts expen¬ 
sive homes or inexpensive homes or 
neglected homes? Whatever combination 
of circumstances, accident, or luck that 
causes a type of business to start here 
rather than there or certain types of 
neighborhoods to cluster in this suburb or 
section rather than that, t’ e trend once 
started, takes on a self reinforcing life of 
its own. 

Why do some products or businesses never 
take off when similar and sometimes 
technically inferior products or less well 
managed businesses succeed? Let us im¬ 
agine that product A and B are introduced 
at the same time and tend to be exclusive: 
ie. you will buy one or the other but not 
both. A friend happens to be the first pur¬ 
chaser of either. He is unable to decide 
which is the better product so buys A based 
on the flip of a coin. A performs satisfac¬ 
torily and when you ask him, he tells you 
how good A is. You also buy A and tell 
your friends, who tell their friends and so 
on. Now some people will still buy B, but. 
because of the flip of a coin and some chat¬ 
ty friends. A has "the big Mo". A soon has 
a larger share of the market and because 
of higher volume, can lower its price. 
Wha's more, people become afraid to buy 
B because it won't be compatible, they 
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can't get service or parts, etc, etc. Before 
long. B is either gone or relegated to a 
weak secondary position. Sound familiar? 

Luck, feedback, self reinforcement, locked 
in grooves or ruts are all common occur¬ 
rences in the marketplace. Sophisticated 
marketing managers are well aware of the 
role of the fickle finger of fate when new 
products are introduced and do everything 
they can to get lucky. So do sophisticated 
CEO's. 

If lock in, grooves, ruts, feedback and self 
reinforcement are all real in our micro day 
to day lives and in the micro economic 
lives of businesses and communities, why 
should not the same hold true for the 
macro -'■onomic lives of countries, regions 
and indeed the entire world. Cannot luck, 
positive feedback and self reinforcement 
effectively lock in a nation, a region, a class, 
or an ethnic group to a groove of high tech 
prosperity, a rut of poverty, famine and 
hopelessness or any of several levels in be¬ 
tween? Perhaps the "poor boy makes 
good ' stories and the "rich family loses all 
stories are just the statistical aberrations at 
the tails of the bell shaped curve that 
represents the permanent relative 
economic status of various groups in a 
world of multiple equilibriums. In ■:< com¬ 
plicated. high technology societv. a more 
accurate economic theory nrght imply 
that, all else being equal, th.- rich will in 
fact get richer ana the v'jt, poorer. In a 
pure textbook e r ^nomy. multiple 
equilibriums may not only be possible, but 
inevitable as a result of the luck, feedback 
and self reinforcement that tend to lock 
in certain groups to relative positions. 

Now everyone knows that pure, textbook 
economies do not e^iat, co neither a single 
equilibrium theory or a multiple 
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equilibrium theory is a perfect description 
of how the world works. Reality is vety 
messy and it seems unlikely that any 
theory will offer a totally satisfactory pic¬ 
ture. In the less complex physical world. 
Newton's theories turned out not to be 
perfect and refinements In relativity and 
quantum theory will undoubtedly con¬ 
tinue to occur. Nevertheless, a generally ac¬ 
cepted idea that describes how things 
work in theory can have a significant in¬ 
fluence on how we think about ourselves 
and other people and on how we act. both 
as individuals and az a society. If we 
assume that the natural tendeno' an 
unfettered textbook economy is V. -n- 
vergence of living standards, hotn within 
ana among countries, we may well act dif¬ 
ferently than if we assume the natural 
tendency of such an economy is to lock in 
multiple staces of economic well being. 
Ideas are important. Whether the single 
equilibrium idea is fatally flawed or 
whether the mutiple equilibrium approach 
is really a better, more useful idea is a 
debate that in one sense i> iust starting and 
in another has been going on forever. 
Perhaps the debate awaits a giant like 
Newton, Einstein or Keynes to bring it in¬ 
to focus. On the ether hand ^to use a nighly 
technical bit of economic jargon), perhaps 
there are already so many giants q ua ” e *: 
ing about something for which hard 
evidence is difficult to come by that no one 
will be able to rise above the fray. 

While we are waiting, no doubt breathless¬ 
ly. for uie outcome, the lyrics of Gus Kahn 
and Ra' Egan and the catchy tune of Richard 
Whiting provide solace for us common men 
and women, of whom God made so many.

Welcome back as a Penn State part-time faculty member for Fall 
Semester, 1993. We appreciate your continuing service as a member 
of our adjunct faculty. 

As you may be aware, many changes are taking place within 
higher education across the country — most of them related to 
decreasing financial support for public funding. Penn State has 
not been immune to budget cuts, but through a "futures" process has 
attempted to maintain quality by reviewing all programs and 
activities and making selective reductions while enhancing other 
areas — rather than implementing "across the board" cuts. In 
general it appears that the process is working well, but it has 
caused us more than ever to reexamine our mission at this campus as 
part of the Penn State Commonwealth Education System. In 
particular, we are considering the feasibility of continuing some 
under-enrolled programs, and searching for opportunities to enhance 
programming through additional collaboration with the Hazleton and 
Wilkes-Barre campuses of Penn State.
